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To  borrow  a phiase  from  Charles  Dickens,  the  summer  of  1993  at  Sandy 
Island  was  "The  best  of  times,  and  it  was  the  worst  of  times?"-  If  we:use^';' 
the  traditional  measuring  sticks  of  evaluating  camping  success,  such  as 
weather  or  enrollment  or  the  ever-present  financial  balance  sheet,  then  we 
were  indeed  successful.  We  did  have  great  weather,  full  enrollment  (except 
for  Labor  Day  Weekend),  universally  happy  campers,  and  did  manage  to  stay 
within  our  budget.  If.  however,  we  measure  in  depth  of  grief  at  the 
passing  of  former  director,  Nate  Todaro.  then  the  1993  season  will  be  noted 
for  its  depth  of  loss  - for  the  loss  of  Kate  is  more  than  the  loss  of  a 
director.  Nate  was  a one  man  gang,  a symbol  of  a bygone  age.  an 
inspiration,  a relic,  a rock,  a leader,  and  a friend.  Only  time  will  tell 
if  this  momentous  loss  will  deepen  into  a more  permanent  loss  for  family 
camping  in  general. 


Many  people  worked  tirelessly  to  be  sure  that  this  first  summer 
without  Nate  would  continue  the  string  of  successful  seasons  that  we  at 
Sandy  have  enjoved.  T’d  like  to  thank  my  assistant.  George  Pacheco,  am: 
his  wife  (and  other  office  manager)  Linda  for  their  "above  and  beyond" 
efforts . Wayne  Griffin,  our  service  crew  manager,  a. so  put  in  extra  time 
and  effort.  Indeed  all  the  managers  and  adult  staff,  as  well  as  a superb 
junioi  staff,  contributed  much  to  our  successful  season.  A great  c.eal  of 
resoect  and  appreciatio:  goes  out  to  them  all. 


A primary  objective  this  year  was  to  service  and  maintain  our  physical 
plant . No  new  residences  were  constructed,  yet  many  structures  benefit ted 
from  the  increased  attention  we  were  able  to  give  them.  An  equally 
important  objective  was  to  strive  for  excellence  in  camper  relations,  and 
this  too  was  accomplished.  Safe tv  on  the  waterfront,  on  identified  camper 


committee  concern,  was  also  given  high  priority:  it  was  certainly  ’achieved', 
as  the  following  report  shall  indicate.  :.T,.g 

In  the  area  of  buildings.  George  did  a fine  job  of  balancing  a new  and  0 ,,,. 
heavv  workload  of  oreanizins  ali  invoices  and  budeet  concerns,  along  with 
his  "buildings"  responsibilities.  Five  cabins  were  newly  built,  replacing  l- 
those  in  most  disrepair.  A badly  needed  staff  bathroom  in- the  kitchen  wap;  --^: 
rep i limbed,  and  completely  rebuilt  from  new  floor  joists  to  new  walls  and  a 
new  ceiling.  Two  new  camper  piatform  decks  were  constructed  to  serve  those 
cabins  without  immediate  waterfronts,  and  last  year's  philosophy  of  shared 
use  was  more  clearlv  elaborated  upon. 


On  the  waterfront,  in  addition  to  the  aforement ioned  safety  concerns, 
excellence  in  the  instructional  areas  of  swimming  and  sailing  was  achieved. 
This  was  accomplished  by  a significantly  older,  more  mature  group  of  crew 
members  than  had  previously  been  able  to  be  hired.  Although  the 
economy/job  market  assisted  in  their  being  recruitment  and  their  subsequent 
performance.  1993  will  be  memorable  as  the  year  of  perhaps  the  best 
waterfront  staff  of  all  time. 


A sizeable  bequeath  from  Shirley  Wendell  for  improvements  to  the  shop 
arta  (which  her  deceased  husband  so  enjoyed)  provided  significant 


motivation  for  the  service  crew.  A steam  cleaner  and  a diaphragm  pump 
provided  the  means  to  do  some  ciriv.  distasteful  jobs  far  more  efficient i> 
than  before,  imoressins  even  the  N.H.  state  inspectors  on  their  annual 
visit.  Nett  wail  lamps  shades  were  purchased  for  all  cabins  and  the 
rewiring  of  most  car-ins.  In  order  tc  replace  the  old  electrical  light  pul 
chains  with  wall  toggle  switches,  was  accomplished.  New  smoke  detectors 
were  installed  into  the  south  side  cabins,  and  significant  improvements  in 
island  plumbing  and  electrical  service  were  made.  Manager  Wayne  Griffin 
aeain  organized  this  diverse,  hardworking  group  into  a most  efricient  crew 
and  also  took  the  initiative  to  head  up  a special  project  of  researching 
options  for  the  replacement  of  "Little  Sandy". 

A potential  major  concern  — the  retirement  of  20+  season  veteran  Don 
Misliaro  — became  nonexistent  by  the  superb  performance  of  new  head  chef 
Jeanne  Sheridan.  With  ungraded  food  qualit>  and  selection,  introduction  of 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  (including  corn  on  the  cob),  and  better 
sanitation  procedures,  the  food  services  area  was  a real  highlight  of  the 
season!  Staff  morale  was  high,  anc;  camper  expectations  were  far  exceeded! 

Another  new  manager,  thoueh  no  stranger  to  Sandy  Island,  was  Scott 
Carlsten.  A solid  program  was  continued  with  improved  counsel oi 
performance . and  well-received  dance  innovations.  Capitalizing  on  a 
nationwide  craze  by  adding  some  western  theme  dances,  and  bringing  in  a 
professional  square  dance  caller  (former  staffer.  Bobby  LaFleur)  for  a 
Tuesday  night  dance  in  July  and  aeain  in  August.  Scott  did  a great  job  in 
a hiehly  visible  area.  These  innovations  brought  incredible  staff 
participation,  and  generally  very  successful  dances.  Borrowing  Native 
American  Cnief  Marty  Stanton  from  North  Woods  Camp  to  spice  up  the 
campfires  on  the  Sth  and  9th  weeks  was  similarly  new  and  different,  and 
wel 1 -received.  "Under  the  lights"  volleyball  became  extremely  popular  in 
August,  and  likely  will  become  a fixed  program  offering!  The  school house 
and  craft  shop,  with  experienced  veterans  in  charge,  continued  to  be  solid 
contributors  to  Sandy's  program. 

In  retrospect,  the-  1993  season  was  a fine  one.  Weather  was  superb, 
equipment  breakdowns  were  few.  and  personnel  indiscretions  were  identified 
early  — and  resolved  quickly  and  quietly  — before  they  became  real 
problems.  The  campers  were  the  real  winners:  I hope  in  the  future  tnat  we 
have  many  such  seasons!
